While the Dollar Countries are the principal export market for pottery made by 
well-known British firms, at least one firm, Royal Crown Derby Porcelain Co. Limited 
have found a very lucrative market in the Middle East, and business there continues to 
grow despite the disturbed political background.

BRITAIN’S PART IN WORLD 
TRADE 


. N ANALYSIS OF TRENDS IN WORLD TRADE in 1956 is given below. It shows for which 

















groups of manufactured goods world import demand increased most; which aréas of the 
world offered the most buoyant markets, and how British export performance compared 
with that of other countries. 

For the six main groups of manufactured goods, the value of exports of various countries .in 
1956 and the pirorees she fal on 1955 are set out in table 1. — of metals and engineering 
goods, particularly transport equipment, increased most rapidly. The demand for chemicals and 
the miscellaneous group of ‘other manufactures’ continued to increase steadily. Trade in textiles 
remained almost constant. In general the expansion of United Kingdom exports followed the pattern 
of growth in world trade, with most progress in the engineering but in no commodity group* 
did United Kingdom performance match the average increase in. world trade. 

After an increase of 14 per cent. in 1955, United Kingdom exports of chemicals rose by only 
5 per cent. in 1956, half the rate of increase of world exports, of fertilizers fell from 
£46 million in 1955 to £11 million in 1956. Dyestuffs Sts fell slightly in 1956 and there was no 
increase in exports of drugs and medicines. Among the United Kingdom’s competitors. the United 
States and Germany registered the greatest increases in the chemicals field. More recently there has 
been evidence of a renewed expansion of United Kingdom exports: in the first seven months of 
1957 they were 12 per cent. above their level in the corresponding period of 1956. 

World demand rose y for machinery and electrical goods. The United Kingdom’s 

rts of ‘machinery other t electric’ rose from $1,288 million to $1,410 million. This was a 
su tial increase (9 per cent.) but world exports nevertheless rose twice as fast. The market for 
electrical goods was expanding less fast, and the increase for all countries (14 per cent.) was only 
slightly greater than the 13 per cent. increase achieved by the United The United States 


* If, in the case of the ‘other manufactures’ group, silver bullion is excluded. 
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and Germany increased their exports of both eleetric and non-electric 
machinery by over 20 per cent., and Japan also did well with exports 
of electrical goods. 

World trade in transport equipment expanded by 20 per cent., 
more quickly than in any other group. United Kingdom exports rose 
by 19 per cent., from $1,208 million to $1,432 million. This per- 
formance depended mainly on very high exports of aircraft and ships. 
Exports of aircraft (excluding en gines exported separately) jumped 
from $112 million in 1955 to $202 mi million last year and exports of 
ships almost doubled ; this may be partly due to a bunching of delivery 
dates, but in addition nearly half the increase was accounted for by 
ships for registration in the British West Indies. The main weakness 
was in United Kingdom exports of motor vehicles. Exports of cars 
fell by about 7 per cent., while those of vehicles expanded 
very little. There has been a strong revival in car exports this year, 
based mainly on high sales to the United States, but exports of com- 
mercial vehicles (including chassis) have been somewhat below last 
year’s levels. Exports of cycles and parts fell back slightly in 1956 
from their recovery in 1955, largely because of lower shipments to the 
United States. A significant part of the increase of world trade in 
transport equipment was a rise in Japanese exports, mainly of ships, 
which were three times higher than in 1955, theugh their share, 6 per 
cent. of total trade in the group, is still small. German experts in the 
group expanded at more than the average rate, and Germany did 
particularly well with exports of cars and cycles. United States exports 
in this group increased, but at less than the average rate for all 
countries. 

World trade in textiles expanded by only about 2 ~~ cent. United 
Kingdom exports actually declined by 5 per cent., so that her share 
of the market continued to fall sharply. While exports of wool fabrics 
increased slightly, exports of cotton piece-goods fell to most 
markets, and the increases in exports to the Federation of Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland, Burma and Canada were not sufficient to offset the 
falls elsewhere, Exports of synthetic textile piece-goods to Australia, 
New Zealand and West Africa fell. Of the United Kingdom’s main 
competitors only Japan increased exports of textiles significantly; 
exports from both the United States and Germany remained constant. 
United Kingdom exports of textiles were recovering in the fourth 
quarter of 1956 and this improvement has persisted in 1957. 

Matals ond manmfactnrse wee a cocter-cf weld. tuedo. thet 
expanded particularly rapidly, by 17 United Kingdom 
exports over most of this field did ‘ol ad te kept pace with world 
expansion. Their average rate of expansion over the whole —~ 
however appears less satisfactory because of a sharp fall in eee enpormn af 
arms and ammunition. German exports however increased by well 
over 35 per cent., their most rapid rate of growth in any field, and 
United States exports increased by over 25 per cent. 

United Kingdom exports of other manufactures increased by 
54 per cent. from $1,020 million to $1,077 million, but the group 
covers such a wide range of miscellaneous manufactures that there is 
little point in trying to compare performance with other countries 
over the whole field. The most successful exports in the group were 
furniture (with a 17 per cent. increase), platinum (18 per cent.), 
footwear (12} per cent.), and prefabricated buildings (40 per cent.). 
After a recovery in 1955 exports of pottery fell by 10 per cent., while 
world exports remained stable at their 1955 level. Exports of cement 
fell by 14 per cent, 


Area Trends* 


Table 2 provides an area analysis of the exports of manufacturing 
countries. During 1956 the most rapidly expanding market was the 
Soviet bloc, though it is still by far the smallest of all the markets 
distinguished. Apart from this the two largest markets, North America 
and the Continental O.E.E.C. countries were still the most rapidly 
expanding and the manufacturing countries continued to provide the 
best markets for manufactures. World exports to Latin America

The most satisfactory export fields for the United Kingdom were 
North America and Continental O.E.E.C. countries, the two most 
rapidly expanding markets. Exports to the United States increased by 
21 per cent, (excluding silver bullion repayments), and to 
end of the year the United States replaced huvpalla en he nqees 
single importer of United Kingdom goods, although this change may 
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only be temporary. United Kingdom trade with Germany, a country 
which is usually thought of only as a competitor, increased by over 
20 per cent. in both directions. The expansion of total United 
Kingdom exports by less than the average was mainly due to the 
failure to secure an increase in exports to the sterling area group of 
markets which take about half the United Kingdem’s total. United 
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Kingdom exports did well in Latin America and expanded 
rapidly to the Soviet bloc; but these are still very small

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Radio Show Marks Television’s Twenty-one Years 
of Achievement 


IT 18 EXACTLY 21 years since the first high definition television 
programmes in England were put on the air at the National Radio 
Show — Radiol ia as it was then called — in 1936. This year’s show 
opened at Earls Court, London, by the Minister of Supply, is in 
a sense a 21st birthday celebration. One of the most noteworthy 
events during the run of the exhibition is expected to be the granting 
of the seven-and-a-half millionth television licence within the United 
Kingdom, 

At this coming-of-age exhibition there are many reminders that 
the United Kingdom not only led the world in television before the 
war but that British manufacturers are still in the forefront. The 
Radio Industry Council, organizers of the show, are featuring an 
interesting display of television sets that were on the market in 1936. 
Their collaborators are the manufacturers who were in at the start 
and are still providing the public with the most modern receivers. 

Although this year, as in 1956, the emphasis is on big pictures, 
there is a decided trend towards space saving in both television and 
sound receivers. This is achieved in television sets by the use of 
a wide-angle (90 degree) scanned tube which enables the cabinets to 
be made three or four inches shallower from back to front and with 
a much smaller protrusion at the rear. Many cabinet makers have 
concentrated on contemporary styles with slender legs and slim 
lines. The effect is one of lightness which enables the receiver to 
fit unobtrusively into the average modern living room. The fact that 
most models appear to be fitted with legs adds to the illusion of 
smallness. 

So far has the industry progressed since 1936 that the second 
TV set seems to be looked upon by many manufacturers as a standard 
product. The many new 14-inch portable sets shown will no doubt 
be welcome in many homes not only for their mobile qualities and low 
cost, but for enabling the family to view B.B.C. and I.T.V. according 
to choice. 

In sound radio practically all sets except portables have facility 
for receiving the B.B.C.s new interference-free VHF service. Most 
manufacturers are also showing at least one or two models for both 
TV and VHF sound reception. Reception of the three B.B.C. 
frequency-modulation transmissions (Home, Light and Third pro- 
grammes) is being provided on several TV sets at an extra cost of 
five guineas or less. 


Competitive Prices 
In many instances all the extra complexities of the combined 


FM/VHF and AM set are being offered at what was the price, only 
two or three years ago, of a very competitive AM-only receiver.

countries. This may however be due to special factors in the sterling 
area and it is too early to trace any continuing trend. 
_ Of the United Kingdom’s main competitors United States exports 
increased by more than the average to all areas except the United 
Kingdom where exports dropped, and to ‘other countries.’ United 
States exports increased particularly rapidly to Continental O.E.E.C. 
countries. Germany did better than the average in all markets and 
particularly well in North America and ‘other countries.’ Her exports 
to the most important market -the O.E.E.C. countries - rose by 
18 per cent, Japanese exports to ‘other countries’ increased by 54 per 
cent., and there were also increases in exports to Europe and North 
America. The exports of Continental O.E.E.C. countries other than 
Germany increased by less than the average in all markets except the 
overseas sterling area. There they managed to increase their exports by 
ee th at a time when the total market was increasing only 
ly:

Everywhere in the show there are examples of how the radio industry 
is increasing its efficiency to give more value for the same prices. 

Among battery portable radios the tiny transistor is taking the place 
of the ordinary glass envelope valve, enabling the sets to be smaller 
and lighter and economical in current consumption. Even radiograms 
have been given this ‘miniaturization’ treatment. More attention is 
also being paid to high-quality reproduction of sound, both from 
standard self-contained record players and radiograms and by means 
of separate high-fidelity units. All these are demonstrated in sound- 
proof rooms. The organizers say that sound reproducing equipment 
is the most rapidly expanding export in radio and electronics, and the 
United States is Britain’s best customer for it. 

Last year nearly 5,000 overseas visitors, of whom 600 were buyers 
visited the exhibition. The organizers are hoping for a still greater 
attendance from overseas and all exhibitors have been urged to stage 
special exhibits for export purposes. Visitors from overseas are invited 
to enter Earls Court by the Warwick Road entrance where the 
Overseas Bureau is situated. A full service of information, with 
guides and interpreters, is theirs to command. 


Recruits for the Industry 


The radio industry still needs thousands of new technicians every 
year and a vigorous campaign is being staged by the organizers with 
the collaboration of the General Post Office, the Royal Air Force and 
the B.B.C. to attract young people. Efforts are being made to impress 
on school children, parents and headmasters the importance of 
electronics in almost every sphere of modern activity. 

This year the Radio Industry Council is again featuring a ‘Careers’ 
exhibit at which experts will be available throughout the show to 
discuss careers with parents and children. It is stressed that girls 
are just as important as boys in this new drive for recruits. 

The R.I.C. stand shows the wide applications of electronics - 
medical treatment, industrial research, atomic energy, upper atmos- 
phere research and the control of space rockets. How radio can 
open up communications in rugged country is also demonstrated by 
a VHF set working from a car battery and linking with the telephone 
exchange 25 miles away. 

Royal Air Force exhibits underline the fact that no form of attack 
or defence, whether by aircraft or guided missiles, can operate without 
the controlling key — electronics. 

The Royal Air Force stand shows how electronic equipment — 
much of it basically similar to a domestic radio or television set — is 
now virtually in sole command of all activity in the air. Exhibits show 
how it can do things as different as telling a pilot how far he is away 
from the ground to guiding an inter-continental ballistic missile 
half-way round the world. 

There is for the first time a straightforward visual guide to the 
differences between the various types of guided missile. The first is 
the air-to-air missile, with which one aircraft tries to destroy another — 
an example shown is the Royal Air Force Fairey ‘Fireflash.’ Another 
is the ground-to-air missile, for defence purposes. 

The method of using a stand-off bomb, which is really a missile 
whose air-launching is controlled by an electronic brain in the 
aircraft and which enables a pilot to launch a hydrogen bomb without 
himself being destroyed, is also shown. A glimpse into the future 
is provided by a description of an inter-continental ballistic missile 
(sometimes called the ‘ultimate weapon’) which will be guided 
electronically to any target in the world. 

Other exhibits dernonstrate how electronics guide aircraft. New 
compact equipment which enables a pilot to ‘home’ on to a beacon 
is shown, and instrument landing, in which the control of the aircraft 
is taken over by electronic equipment, is explained. Of particular 
interest is the full-scale model of the ‘Skylark’ rocket which is to be 
fired to a height of 100 miles as part of the International Geophysical 
Year research, to discover facts about the upper atmosphere and trans- 
mit them by radio to scientists waiting on the ground. 

The object of the General Post Office display is to attract attention 
to the career opportunities for young people who join the Post Office 
as engineers or scientists, or to be trained in thes¢ professions. The 
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career structure is such that at whatever level the young recruit 
enters he can by his own efforts rise to the top technical posts in the 
Department carrying salaries up to £5,000 a year. The display aims 
to demonstrate the great interest offered by the work itself apart from 
its career value. It includes equipment used to distribute television 
programmes throughout the country; the electronic equipment used 
to select the random numbers of prize-winning Premium Bonds ; 
technical equipment dealing with very high frequencies, which are 
becoming increasingly used for high fidelity broadcasting and com- 
mercial radio communication; the newest methods for supplying 
telephone subscribers with test match results and weather forecasts; 
and the wide applications of electronics to all branches of the Post 
Office, even to letter sorting. 

Other exhibitors in what may be termed the non-commercial 
section of the exhibition include the National Institute for the Deaf, 
showing modern transistorized hearing aids, small enough to be worn 
as hair ornaments or to be fitted into the frame of a pair of horn 
rimmed spectacles; and the Radio Society of Great Britain, represent- 
ing thousands of amateur radio transmitting enthusiasts in the country. 
Their exhibit puts the accent on simple equipment which can be 
built by inexperienced people, so giving them an easy introduction 
to the technical aspect of 

The Radio Society of Great Britain stand shows a considerable 
amount of advanced equipment, but it also includes several receivers 
that anyone can build. These include a simple (but much-modernized) 
crystal set, a single-valve and a two-valve receiver capable of listening 
to broadcasting stations or to amateur transmissions. There is also a 
miniature build-it-yourself record player using transistors. 

The Society provides detailed instructions which, they maintain, 
can be followed by an absolute novice and give an intelligent introduc- 
tion to the hobby of radio. Already there are some 8,000 amateurs 
with their own transmitting stations in Britain who regularly com- 
municate with other amateurs all over the world. 


Television Services Compete 


Although the exhibition is primarily intended as a vast trade fair 
where manufacturers can display the results of the year’s work in 
research, design and perfection of techniques in radio, television, 
electronics and their accessories, it also provides a vast programme of 
entertainment. This year, for the first time, the two television services — 
B.B.C. and I.T.A.—are in direct competition with one another in 
presenting their stars to the public, each service using its own celebrity 
dais covered by television cameras. The Radio Industry Council, 
performing its unique technical feat of simultaneously controlling 
two closed-circuit television programmes — B.B.C. and I.T.V. — from 
its glass-walled control room, also has well-known personalities 
before the television camera in its continuity suite. 

The B.B.C. is again presenting a series of television and radio 
shows in the Great Exhibition Studio, with seating acu.mmodation 
for 1,000 members of the public at all times. 

Apart from the big studio shows and personality appearances 
there are many other attractions. For instance, some of the commercial 
exhibitors have organized competitions with radio prizes, electronic 
devices to puzzle and amuse as well as providing competent technicians 
to advise and instruct. 

The exhibition is open to the public from 11 a.m. to 10 p.m. each 
weekday up to and including September 7.

British Pumps for Hydro-Electric Power Commission of 
Ontario. An order for six large boiler feed pumps, with associated 
hydraulic couplings and electric motors has been placed by the Hydro 
Electric Power Commission of Ontario with Peacock Brothers Limited, 
Canadian associates of G. & J. Weir Limited, of Glasgow. The 
equipment is required for the extension to the Ontario Hydro’s 
Richard L. Hearn generating station in Toronto. The pumps will 
be among the largest and most powerful of their kind ever installed 
in Canada; they are Weir Electrofeeders, each to be capable of 
delivering 73,500 gallons per hour of boiler feed water at a pressure 
of 2,400 pounds per square inch. Each will be driven by a Metropolitan- 
Vickers 3,000 h.p. electric motor. A complete unit - including pump, 
electric motor and connecting drive — will be almost 30 feet long and 
will weigh approximately 33 tons. 


Turbine-generator Sets for South Africa. Against strong 
continental competition, Metropolitan-Vickers Electrical Company 
Limited, of Trafford Park, Manchester, has received an order from 
the Electricity Supply Commission of South Africa for two 60-mega- 
watt turbine-generator sets and associated equipment. ‘The equipment 
is for a new extension to Umgeni Power Station, which is situated 
about 10 miles north-west of Durban. The first generating set is 
scheduled for delivery in February 1960 and the second in February

The 
contract, which will run for an initial period of five years, should 
mean a gain to United Kingdom exports of several million dollars.

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Visit of Chinese Technical Trade 
Mission 
A CHINESE TECHNICAL MISSION will shortly visit this country 
following an invitation extended by the Sino-British Trade Committee, 


as reported in the Board of Trade Journal on July 26. 


The mission is expected to arrive in the latter half of September 
and will, it is understood, be interested particularly in the following 
industries: iron and steel, including steel making plant; shipbuilding 
and marine engineering; electrical engineering, including electronic 
equipment, radio and television equipment and cables; motor 
vehicles; agricultural machinery; industrial and heavy chemicals;

More Visitors Come to Britain 
in June 


THE UPWARD TREND in Britain’s tourist traffic continued in June, 
when, according to information supplied by the British Travel and 
Holiday Association, almost 146,000 overseas visitors came to this 
country, an increase of 5 per cent. over the total of 138,000 in June 
last year. 

Visitors from European countries, state B.T.H.A., increased by 
8 per cent., from 57,000 to 61,000. Several countries showed con- 
siderable increases, notably Germany, with 29 per cent., from 9,600 
to 12,400, and France, 14 per cent., from 10,800 to 12,300. There 
were 3 per cent. more American visitors in June than in June 1956, 
the number rising from 41,800 to 43,000. Thus tourist traffic from 
the United States has now recovered from the effects of the inter- 
national crisis. Commonwealth arrivals in June are estimated to have 
totalled 36,000, compared with 34,000 last year. Forty-three per cent. 
of all Britain’s visitors, excluding those from Commonwealth 
countries, arrived by air in June. Of American visitors, 52 per cent. 
travelled by air. In the first six months of this year Britain attracted 
466,000 overseas visitors, an increase of 3 per cent. over the total of 
451,000 in the first six months of 1956. 


Visitors from Europe numbered 216,000, an increase of 8 per cent., 
over the total for January to June last year. 


Edinburgh to Send Delegation to Canada 


UNDER THE auspices of the Export Group of the Edinburgh 
Chamber of Commerce and Manufactures, a delegation is visiting 
Canada in October. Members will be in Montreal from October 13 
to 16 and in Toronto from October 17 to 19. The principal object of 
the delegation is to develop the market in Canada for Edinburgh goods, 
but members are prepared to act on behalf of firms who are interested 

in this market, but who may not yet have a foothold there.

Export of Cotton Textiles to Burma 


THE UNITED KINGDOM-BURMA Agreement of June 18, 1956, 
provided for the export to Burma of up to $2,625,000 worth of 
textiles of United Kingdom manufacture for which payment was to 
be received in the form of United States raw cotton to an equivalent 
value. The bulk of the textiles were exported by March o, 1957, 
the final rege date, but their total value was approximately 
$100,000 short of the ceiling figure in the Agreement. The Agreement 
has since been extended to permit the fulfilment of this balance. The 
Government of Burma have issued new import licences for the value 
outstanding, which stipulate that the textiles must be shipped not 
later than October 31, 1957.

THE EXPORT PRICE INDEX rose by one point in July to 111 
(1954==100) while the import price index declined by one point to 
108. The terms of trade (the ratio of import to export prices) conse- 
quently moved from 99 to 97 in line with a comparable trend in the 
same period in 1956. 

There were no changes in the index numbers for the main classes 
of exports except in the case of engineering products, the index 
number for which rose by two points to 112. Increased prices are 
fairly evenly distributed among the items comprising this group. 
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Import and Export Prices in July 


The import price index number for food, beverages and tobacco, 
dropped to 103. This was largely due to the seasonal decrease in the 
prices of fruit and vegetables especially potatoes and tomatoes. The 
continued decline in freight rates and in the prices of crude petroleum 
is reflected in the index number for fuels which fell by six points 
to 122.

Customs Duty Assessments 
Simplified 


‘T'HE COMPOSITE GOODS ORDER, 1957 (S.I. 1957, No. 1493), 
made by the Treasury under the Second Schedule to the Finance 
Act, 1957, on the recommendation of the Commissioners of Customs 
and Excise, radically simplifies the assessment of Customs duty on 
sugar, molasses, glucose, cocoa, coffee and hydrocarbon oil when 
they are ingredients in imported goods. The Order comes into opera- 
tion on September 1. : 
At present every importation of such goods is dutied according 
to the precise content of those ingredients, which commonly involves 
sampling, analysis, the payment of duty on deposit and other com- 
plexities for the trade and Customs which are disproportionate to 
the duty at stake, Under the new Order these ingredient duties will 
be charged, on goods falling within some 16 broad classifications, at 
tates of duty which reflect the average content of the ingredients in 
the goods specified, As one example of the resulting simplification 
sugar in canned fruits will be dutied by an appropriate uniform ad 
valorem rate on the goods, which means that substantially the same 
sugar duty will be collected without the sampling and analysis of 
friany thousands of tins each year which has hitherto been necessary. 
The Order also directs that over a wide range of goods certain 
‘ingredients are to be disregarded. For example, sugar duty will not 
be charged on industrial products and medicines, or on some food- 
stuffs like canned meats which have an insignificant sugar content. 
‘On the other hand, certain goods which consist essentially of a dutiable 
article will be treated as if wholly so, as in the case of hydrocarbon 
oil which, though it may contain additives, is to be dutied simply 
oil. 
” The Order affects some 50,000 importations of foodstuffs worth 
about £60,000,000 a year, and about £1} million worth of goods 
ining h oil. By the adoption of average rates of duty 
the present annual cost of collecting the £} million duty on the 
ingredients of these goods should be reduced by about £25,000.

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More Firms will Exhibit at

At THE Harrogate International Toy Fair, to be held from January

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Improvement in Domestic Furniture Production 
Maintained in Second Quarter 


FINAL FIGURES for domestic furniture production for the second 
quarter of 1957 show that the improvement in the first quarter, 
compared with a year earlier, was continued and also confirms the 
monthly figures for April-June 1957, published in the Board of Trade 
Journal on August 2 (page 248). The improvement applies to all types 
of furniture except dining-room, woven fibre and cane furniture. In 
value terms, the increase is 7 per cent., but in quantity terms, allowing 
for a slight increase in prices, deliveries exceeded that for the second 
quarter of 1956 by 5 per cent. For the period January to June 1957, 


the value of deliveries was £5-1 million (10 per cent.) greater than 
for the same period of last year. Stocks and orders on hand are both 
3 per cent. higher than at the end of June 1956.

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Sales by Wholesale Textile Houses in May 


SALES BY wholesale textile houses declined seasonally in May. The 

value was about 1 per cent. lower than a year earlier, compared with 

an increase of about 2 per cent. over last year’s level in the first four 

months of the year; sales in May last year, however, were at a high 

a for the month, probably to some extent because of the earlier 
itsun. 


Most of the main categories of goods showed decreases in May 
compared with a year ago, the sharpest being in respect of children’s 
wear (10 per cent.), women’s underwear (8 per cent.), women’s millin- 
ery (8 per cent.) and women’s coats, costumes, furs and raincoats 
(7 per cent.). The appreciable increase in sales of haberdashery, 
ribbons and wool (14 per cent.) is partly a reflection of the low level 
recorded in May of last year. Floor coverings, furniture and hardware 
also showed a substantial increase (13 per cent.) and sales of gloves 
were 6 per cent. higher in value than a year ago. 

A further small seasonal decline in stocks held by wholesale textile 
houses was reported in May. In relation to a year earlier, the value at 
the end of the month showed a slightly smaller increase than in earlier 
months of this year-4 per cent. in May as against 5-6 per cent. 
between January and April.

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New British Standards 


Four oF the more important British Standards newly published 
are reviewed below. Copies of these and other British Standard 
publications are obtainable at the prices stated from The British 
Standards Institution, Sales Branch, 2 Park Street, London, W.1. 


Copper Tubes to be Buried U: 

The revised British Standard (B.S. 1386:1957) provides for tubes 
suitable for connection by means saan, fittings, or capillary 
fittings or by bronze or autogenous w 
buried underground for the conveyance 

The value of the maximum tensile strength for annealed tubes and 
the minimum tensile strength for as-drawn tubes has been reduced 
from 17 tons/sq. in. to 16-5 tons/sq. in.; and the angle of drift has 
been amended to 45° (the angle now being adopted in all British 
Standards for copper and copper alloy tubes). 

Other amendments are a modification of the ‘freedom from defects’ 
clause to ensure that deleterious films are not present in the bore of the 
tube; and a clause which specifies marking with bands of adhesive tape 
indicating the number of the standard and temper of the tubes supplied, 
as well as permanent marking of the tubes with the supplier’s 
identification mark, 

As in the previous edition, tubes are standardized on the basis 
of outside diameter; this means that the outside diameter selected 
for each size is that laid down in B.S, .659:1955, one wall thickness 
being recognized as’ standard for each nominal size. 

Two grades of copper are specified complying with B.S. 1172 and 
B.S. 1174; but by using the designations C106 and C107 they have 
been further identified with the corresponding alloys in the schedule 
of copper and copper alloy tubes (B.S. 2871). Price 3s. 


Returnable Wooden Boxes for Flowers 


To date five British Standards* have been published for various 
kinds of returnable horticultural containers. One of these, B.S. 2636, 
carnation/rose boxes, has just been revised and its scope extended 
to provide for a range of seven returnable wooden boxes for all kinds 
of flowers. At the present time there are more than 200 different 
sizes of boxes in use, and, flower growers have suffered much incon- 
venience because the lids of these boxes are seldom interchangeable 
and because, all too often, ‘packing sticks’ will not fit into the boxes 
which are being filled. 

The revision now published should, in due course, simplify existing 
storage, repair and replacemént problems. The standard specifies 
dimensions, materials and constructional details for the seven types 
of box; for two of them alternative depths are provided. As large 
stocks of boxes are already held, it is expected that some considerable 
time will elapse before the standard boxes are widely adopted. 

As there has hitherto been some confusion in the names applied 
to flower boxes, B.S. 2636 recommends reference letters for each 
of the new standard types. An appendix to the standard suggests the 
kind of flowers for which particular boxes are regarded as most 
suitable.

Cupboards (Wall Fixing) for Poisons and Dangerous Drugs 
(B.S. 2881:1957)

Particular emphasis has been placed upon capital and industrial 
goods of British manufacture required by Canadian industry in a new 
edition of ‘Cabma Register 1957-58 of British Industrial Products 
for Canada,’ published jointiy by Kelly’s Directories Limited and 
lliffe and Sons Limited, Dorset House, Stamford Street, London, 
S.E.1 (price 15s., including postage). 

The Register has been published annually since 1953 for the 
Canadian Association of British Manufacturers whose object is to 
develop an ever greater market for British goods in Canada and so 
stimulate the two-way flow of trade between the two countries. 

The Buyers’ Guide lists alphabetically some 3,200 British products 
available to the Canadian market, with their suppliers given under 
each heading. The French equivalents of these headings are set out 
in alphabetical order in a separate glossary. A directory of over 3,700 
British firms gives details of their distribution arrangements in 
Canada, and further information about some of these firms and the 
products they supply is given in another section. Proprietary names 
and trade marks are given in special sections which enable the Canadian 
buyer to identify products and their sources of supply.

South African Market for Printing Machinery 


A RECENT REPORT on the market for printing, bookbinding and 
paper converting machinery in South Africa, issued by the Special 
ister Information Service of the Board of Trade, states that 
wi over 500 firms in the industry there is a considerable market 
for printing machinery in South Africa, In 1956 pnts machinery 
imports were valued at £1-4 million, of which the United Kingdom 
eprint £75 sition, or 554 per cent. of the total. That was a credit- 
performance and a n improvement on 1955, However, 
United Kingdom suppliers might do better than they are doing at 
present in the automatic cylinder press, automatic sheet feed platen, 
offset litho printing, and guillotine fields, The market is highly com- 
poem ey and in these conditions printing machines need to have some 
features to commend them to buyers. 

Bhi ie tity gg Fa ce ae Sey Oe 
is highly developed. Indeed, there is overproduction resulting in 
the keennest of competition between printers. 

Imports of printing, bookbinding and paper converting machinery 
from the United Kingdom enter South Africa free of duty: import 
controls are purely nominal, and for all practical purposes, they may 
be disregarded. 


United Kingdom’s Competitive Position 

Details are given below of the United Kingdom's competitive 
position for some of the machines included in the broad group: 
printing, bookbinding and paper converting machinery. 


Typesetting or Composing Machines 

Stuc Castinc TyprseTtINc Macuines, There are two main firms 
in the market in this field. They are United Kingdom and United 
States firms. Prices are competitive. The United States machine 
gets a good share of the market for slug casting typesetting 
probably about a third. 


Printing Machines and Ancillaries 

Sueet Feep PLatens. There is practically no demand in South 
Africa for hand feed platens. The market is almost exclusively auto- 
matic. Much business is done in this field but the United Kingdom's 
share of it is very small, probably not more than 5 per cent. Fierce 
competition is encountered from a German machine produced on 
an assembly line basis. If United Kingdom firms could offer an easily 
operated machine at a competitive price and support it with suitable 
advertising, it is thought that they could markedly increase their 
share of this trade. 


Avromatic CyLINperR Pressrs. This is probably the biggest selling 
line in the printing machinery field in South Africa. Automatic 
cylinder presses are made in all varieties of sizes and shapes by almost 
every industrialized country. The sizes range from 10 by 15 inches 
to 50 by 60 inches. However, in South Africa, in the automatic 
cylinder press field, the trend during recent years has been towards 
smaller sized machines. The most popular sizes are 15 by 20 inches, 
21 by 28 inches and 20 by 30 inches. The smaller machines are 
popular in the main because of the considerable saving in Auiabes 
ready’ time, yet these smaller machines have an output which is 
equal to that of their bigger brothers. 

In the automatic cylinder press market United Kingdom firms 
encounter severe competition from Germany, and to a lesser extent, 
from Sweden, the United States and Italy. Two United States 
machines of this type are now being produced under licence in the 
United Kingdom. 

Developments have aimed at making automatic cylinder presses 
easier to handle and more productive. fa eat one United Hinaiien 
firm has kept abreast of these developments by producing something 
new which is highly competitive, but there is more business there 
to be got and with enterprise other United Kingdom firms can increase 
their share of it. 

ReeL Freep Newspaper Presses. In value this is the biggest single 
item of printing machinery imported into South Africa, but imports 


are infrequent. Probably not more than 12 to 15 reel feed 

presses have been sold in South Afvica since the war. These 
are ‘tailor’ made. Three United Kingdom hey have lot gro

If producers of printing, bookbinding and paper converting machin- 
ery are to do really well in the South African market, they need to 
pay particular attention to the following: design, packing, servicing 
and advertising. 

Overseas suppliers of printing and bookbinding machinery mainly 
advertise in the monthly periodical Print Review. This periodical is 
published by Greys Publicity Services, 8 Glenluce Road, Glenesk, 
Johannesburg. A copy of the May issue of Print Review is available in 
Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade for perusal on request 
by interested United Kingdom firms. The most popular medium in 
which to advertise paper converting machinery is the monthly 
periodical Selling Age, a journal devoted to sales promotion and 
packaging. This is published by The South African Publishers 
(Pty.) Limited, Geneva House, Cape Town. A copy of the June issue 
of this journal is also available for loan from Export Services Branch. 

Printing, bookbinding and paper converting machinery users in 
South Africa keep very closely in touch. Reputations are made or 
marred largely by gossip. For instance, it soon becomes known among 
users when a machine proves exceptionally satisfactory or that the 
manufacturer provides prompt and helpful service and, of course, 
vice versa. 


United Kingdom Business Visitors 


United Kingdom firms interested in this market are strongly

Shown at Toronto Fair 
By the United. Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Toronto 


AN EXHIBITION which attracts nearly three million people in the 
course of two weeks is something of note anywhere in the world but 
when it is an annual event it is truly remarkable. The Canadian National 
Exhibition, at 'Toronto’s Exhibition Park, is now in its 79th year. 
It was opened on August 23 by the Lieutenant Governor of Ontario 
to the music of the Band of the Irish Guards. 

Sited in 350 acres on the shores of Lake Ontario, within a short 
ride of the heart of busy Toronto, the Canadian National Exhibition 
traditionally opens on the second Friday before Labour Day and 
remains open, apart from Sundays, until the Saturday after Labour 
Day; this year it will close on September 7. Its organizers, the C.N. E. 
Association, incorporated by a statute of the Ontario Legislature, is 
a non-profit making body representing virtually all Canadian interests — 
Provincial Governments, City Councils, manufacturers, industrial 
and commercial interests, education, the arts and sciences and agri- 
culture. The Show produced each year reflects the many-sidedness 
of the Association’s membership. 

The C.N.E. is already a great consumer show. Further efforts 
have been made this year to increase the trade show element, par- 
ticularly in its international aspect. There is now an International 
Building. In that and in the Governments Building nearly 20 foreign 
and overseas governments and firms, including the United Kingdom, 
Australia, India, Belgium, Denmark, Holland, Japan, Spain, the 
United States, West Germany, the Dominican Republic, Italy, 
Switzerland and Austria are exhibiting their manufactures in a centre 
which may well become in future years a meeting place of trade 
buyers from across the whole Dominion. To foster this objective, 
the C.N.E. authorities have decided to close these two buildings to 
the public on two mornings, September 3 and 4, to allow trade buyers 
an uninterrupted field of view to the many varieties of consumer 
and capital goods displayed and portrayed within their portals. 


United Kingdom Stand 


In the Governments Building the Board of Trade has once again 
located its own exhibit illustrating British industrial achievement. 
Set in a commanding position, the stand is designed to show off, by 
means of films, illuminated pictures and illustrations, the technical 
advance of British industry in the fields of atomic energy, aircraft 
development and woollen piece-goods. There is also a section on 
holidays in Britain. The Trade Information Bureau provides a source 
from which the 400,000 people expected to visit the building will be 
able to obtain answers to any questions about the availability of British 
goods and United Kingdom-Canadian trade. The British exhibits 
are being publicized by press and radio advertising and by television, 

Within the boundaries of the C.N.E. are over 20 permanent 
exhibition buildings devoted to art, agriculture, public utilities, 
commerce, industry and industrial products. A new building is 
available this year. At a cost of three and a half million dollars, the 
modern and architecturally striking Queen Elizabeth Building now 
houses the Women’s Department, as well as the executive offices and 
magnificent 1,350 seat theatre. The Automotive Building is always 
popular. Canadian and United States manufacturers show their cars 
and trucks. Most British cars are shown at the Sportsmen’s Show, 
held in the Exhibition buildings in the spring of each year, but Vauxhall 
cars and English Fords are also at the C.N.E., and some sports cars. 

This year the Coliseum Building contains a collection of vintage 
cars dating back to the Victorian era, with older vehicles dating from 
before the automotive age, some of them hundreds of years old. This 
Coliseum Building is to be extended for next year at a cost of several 
million dollars. 

Several large buildings are devoted to consumer and capital goods. 
The Manufacturers Building contains a selection of textiles, clothing, 
furniture, jewellery, china, glass and musical instruments. British 
goods are well represented. 


English Food Specialities 

Grocery products, confectionery, biscuits and other food items 
are in their accustomed place in the Food Building, which is always 
crowded; many products can be sampled on the spot. British biscuits, 
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Toronto Fair (Continued) 


confectionery and food specialities are there again and of note this 
year is the appearance, for the first time, of named varieties of English 
cheese so well known to expatriates of the United Kingdom. Lan- 
cashire, Wensleydale, Caerphilly and Cheshire cheese can be tasted, 
as well as the better known Stilton. 

British products in other buildings include books, domestic equip- 
ment, kitchenware, office equipment, cigarettes, china and pottery, 
woollen cloth, tools, specialized clothing and lamp shades. A United 
Kingdom firm new to Canada is showing collapsible aluminium 
containers. 

The licence plates of the cars parked in their thousands, the addresses 
on the hotel reservations, and the congested plane and train schedules 
all bear witness to the distances which people travel to the Exhibition 
Park. Some come to sell their manufactured goods, some to show off 
livestock or agricultural products, others to compete in athletic events, 
but most come to see what is new, to window shop, to have a good 
time. 

Part of the Exhibition grounds is occupied by a vast Amusement 
Park. On the lake shore a variety of contests in athletics, baseball, 
aquatic sports and regattas take place. A highlight at the water front 
of interest to all is the personal. appearance of Donald Campbell with 
his record-breaking ‘Blue Bird.’ 

In keeping with its past history, agriculture has a strong claim to 
attention at the Exhibition with tens of thousands of entries in its 
many classes of exhibits and a prize list close to $140,000. Nowadays 
this section includes a comprehensive collection of agricultural 
equipment, housed in the Agricultural Building and overflowing 
outside into separate enclosures. 

All these things, however, are only a part of what the grounds have 
to offer. Every day has its own particular theme to which special 
events, whether they be parades, competitions or demonstrations, are 
devoted. The armed forces, health, athletics, the arts, motor cars, 
food products, industry, agriculture, transport, radio and television — 
each have their special day. The last two days are devoted to an air 
show in which advanced civil and military aircraft from several 
countries will be demonstrated, 


British Trade Weeks in 
Johannesburg 


MR. HENDRIE OAKSHOTT, Treasurer of the Household and a 
Government Whip, is visiting South Africa in September to represent 
the United Kingdom Government during the British Trade Weeks 
which will take place at Johannesburg from September 16 to 
September 28. 

This is the third major event to be held in South Africa this year 
as part of a two-way trade campaign sponsored by the Federation of 
British Industries and the British Manufacturers’ and Representa- 
tives’ Association with the support of the United Kingdom and Union 
Governments. 

The opening British Trade Week was held in Cape Town in May 
and was attended by Mr. Derek Walker-Smith, Minister of State, 
Board of Trade, during his visit to the Union and the second was in 
Durban and Natal during June.

ARGENTINA 
Amendments to Import Regulations 


HER MAJESTY’S EMBASSY at Buenos Aires report by telegraph that 
a Central Bank Circular, dated August 21, announces the suspension 
for 90 days of the importation of chassis for trucks and buses. Chassis 
shipped prior to August 26 inclusive are not affected. Prior authoriza- 

tion is required from the Bank for Customs clearance for chassis 
shipped after August 26 and covered by irrevocable letters of credit 
issued before August 21. 


The Embassy also report by telegraph that the Argentine authorities 
have published a new decree law governing imports South of the 42nd 
Parallel. This confirms the present freedom of import for machinery, 
materials and tools necessary for the use of, and consumption by the 
inhabitants in that area. 

The import of certain specified goods is provisionally suspended 
with immediate effect, only goods already in Argentine ports heing 
exempt. Details are being worked out by a special Commission. Thes 
goods include private cars, motor.cars, motor cycles, bicycles al 
spares, electrical and other household appliances, food and liquor, 
cigarettes, tobacco, furniture, plastic and other consumer.goods. 
Details are to follow. 


Machinery Imports as an Investment of Foreign Capital 


Under Argentine Central Bank Circular 2964, of August 5, the 
following documents must be attached to Form 433 when applying 
for authorization to import machinery under Circulars 2881 and 2952

(b) A letter from said company, also duly legalized, expressing in the 
form of a sworn statement: 

Decision to effect a capital investment in the si pog | firm of 
the respective Form 433 (style and address of the firm must 
be stated). 

Approximate amount of the investment in foreign currency. 

Manner in which the investment is to be arranged (by receiving 
shares — indicate type and nature - of the joint stock or other 
share company, or capital shares in limited liability companies; 
by means of a change in the partnership contract in the case of 

associations; or forming partnerships ~ indicate type — 
in the case of single ownership enterprises, etc.), 

Amount in Argentine currency which, as a result of the invest- 
ment, will increase the capital of the company presenting Form 
433, recording the amount of capital and reserves before and 
after the investment. (If the investing company is not in a 
position to supply this information, it must be given by the 
local firm, also in the form of a sworn declaration. In this case 
the investing firm must declare how the amount of the investment 
will be established; whether on the basis of the quotation of porte.

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Investigation on Cordage and 
Twines 


DuRING 1956 the United States Office of Defense Mobilization 
held an investigation, under the authority of Section 7 of the Trade 
Agreements Extension Act of 1955, to determine whether hard fibre 
cordage and twines were being imported into the United States in 
such quantities as to threaten to impair the national security. A public 
hearing was held in September 1956, and on March 7 the Office of 
Defense Mobilization announced that the evidence then made 
available did not justify a certification that the level of cordage imports 
y ae a threat to national security within the meaning of the 
ct. 

The Office of Defense Mobilization has now announced that it 
will undertake a further study of cordage imports as a result of a new 
brief filed by the Cordage Institute in the United States. To assist 
in the study, interested parties may submit to the Office of Defense 
Mobilization by September 20 additional information which they 
deem pertinent. Further public hearings are not contemplated under 
the study.

CHILE 
Motor Cars Added to Permitted List 


HER MAJESTY’S EMBASSY at Santiago report by telegraph that 
motor cars and station wagons were added to the Chilean list Per- 
mitted Imports on August 24. 


The guarantee deposit percentage has not yet been announced. 


Amendments to Import List 


THE GUARANTEE deposit which a Chilean importer is required to 
place with the Central Bank on importing ‘Articles of refractory 
material for industrial uses,’ has been reduced from 150 per cent. 
(Group D of the Import List) to 50 per cent. (Group B). ‘This reduc- 
tion took effect from August 12. 

‘Potassium chloride’ and ‘potassium sulphate’ may now be. imported 
under the general heading of ‘Raw materials for fertilizers.’ This 
decision took effect from July 30. 


Customs Tariff Amended 


By CHILEAN decree No. 6128, of July 11, the collection of all 
Customs duties, charges and taxes on pure milk powder, with or 
without the addition of sugar or other substances, as defined in item 
No. 197 of the Chilean Customs Tariff, has been suspended. 


CUBA 
Register of Importers and Exporters 


CUBAN DECREE NO. 1769, of July 17, makes provision for the 
compulsory inscription of Cuban importers and exporters in a 
register to be drawn up by the Ministry of Commerce. 

The register was originally instituted in 1938 but is at present 
incomplete. Under the new decree all importers and exporters will 
be required to register and will have to confine their activities to 
those branches of trade for which they are registered. The decree 
provides also for the periodic publication by the Ministry of Com- 
merce of a ‘Directory of Importers and Exporters of the Republic 


of Cuba.’

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Increased Imports of Motor 
Vehicles in 1958 


THE NEW ZEALAND Minister of Industries and Commerce and of 
Customs, Mr. Halstead, announced on August 15 that unassembled 
commercial motor vehicles imported from countries other than the 
dollar area, Japan and Korea, would be free from import licensing as 
from August 16 (see notice below for details). 

An allocation of £17-5 million had been made for 1958 imports of 
motor vehicles still subject to import licensing and for those commercial 
vehicles just freed from licensing. This would be well below the 1955 
figure but higher than for 1956 and 1957. The comparable 1957 
figure is £16 million. It is understood that the increase of £1-5 million 
will relate mainly to types of vehicles still subject to import licensing. 

The Minister said that the bulk of the motor vehicle imports into 
New Zealand would undoubtedly continue to come from the United 
Kingdom. The provision for imports of vehicles from dollar sources 
would be similar to that of 1957. Some opportunity would be given 
to prove the worth of new makes and models from other sources.
